To fully disc ha rge this f 
responsibility, OCI main t ai n s a CIA and lAC-wide special 
intelligence courier systea. In addition, the Agency is 
required to provide this same support to the Waite House, 
the Hall anal Security Council and their related Office*. 

The couriers u ti l izi n g this veMcle carry speeial aaterial 
to areas requiring special clearance far couriers and/or 
vehicle to enter. She extent and urgency of regular and 
special tripe require ia&ediate availability of a vehicle, 
thereby precluding the use of a general assignment vehicle
